Preamble 

1* The Four Power* reaffirm that the German people have 
the right freely to determine their own future. 

2* The Four Powers desire to create condition* under whlchi 

(a) Thle right can be exercised. 

(b) The security of all European peoples can be enhanced. 

3. The Four Powers recognise that the coming about of these 
conditions will be hastened If: 

(a) conditions in Berlin are stabilised. 

(b) tensions and threats of war In Central Europe are reduced. 
*• To thece ends , the Four Fowers have agreed as follows: 

I. Four Power Commission 

5. The Four Powers will establish a Four Power Commission 

to negotiate agreements as Indicated below, to supervise the Implementa- 
tion of the agreements, and to determine periodically whether other 
measures should be taken toward fulfillment of the purposes indicated 
above. German advisers will be attached to the Commission. 

U. Berlin 

6. The Four Powere agree that Berlin Is one city and belongs to 
all Germany and they will seek, coordlnately with eventual progress 
toward German unification, to negotiate a status for Greater Berlin 
which will ensure the freedom and self-gore ram en t of the city, freedom 
of access to and from the city, and the presence of external forces 
which are needed for the city's protection and desired by Its Inhabitants.

8. The Four Powers, acting in the Four Power Commission, will 
enter into a non*aggresslon agreement. 

9. The Four Power Commission will consider measures to 
assure European security and safeguard against attack in Europe.

IV, Germany 
The Four Powers will create three mixed German committees: 

(a) A mired committee to Increase mutually beneficial trade 
and credits and mutual economic assistance program, 
between the two part, of Germany. 

(b) A mixed committee to safeguard the free movement of 
per.on., Ideas, and publications between the two parts 
of Germany and to safeguard human rights In both parts 
of Germany.

A mixed committee to consider a draft law for general, 
free, and secret elections under Independent supervision 
and othor stops which might be taken to enable the 
German people freely to determine their own future, 
as conditions which would facilitate exercise of this 
right are created by execution of the above agreements.
